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Blanton pleads not guilty to murder

PAINTSVILLE - A Johnson 
County man accused of murdering his 
parents, Larry and Sandra Blanton, 
pleaded not guilty at his arraignment in 
Johnson Circuit Court Friday and his 
pretrial is scheduled for May 10 in 



Lawrence County. 

William Blanton, 30, was indicted in 
March on two counts of murder, tam- 
pering with physical evidence and as a 
first-degree persistent felony offender. 
He was scheduled to go to trial in Law- 
rence County April 8 on charges associ- 
ated with the case from several Oct. 17, 
2012, indictments. 

At Friday’s arraignment, Judge John 



David Preston ordered the cases com- 
bined at the request of Assistant Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Tony Skeans and 
the trial in Lawrence County was can- 
celed to allow time for discovery in the 
case. 

Blanton’s attorney, Steve Goble, 
objected, saying that he hadn’t yet seen 
the discovery in the case and that Blan- 
ton had been arraigned for the offenses 



five months apart. 

“Now we know where the bodies 
are,” Skeans said. “There was one com- 
mon purpose, one common motive and 
one common scheme. They are interre- 
lated and led to the same course of 
conduct.” 

Blanton was previously indicted on

Floyd Co. 
sheriff 
to issue 
apology

PRESTONSBURG - Floyd 
County Sheriff John K. Blackburn 
said Tuesday he realizes he made a 
mistake by making the choice to 
drive while under the influence and 
plans on apologizing publicly with a 
press release that will be issued 
today (Wednesday). 

Blackburn, 62, admitted in Pow- 
ell District Court April 2 that he 
drove under the influence and was 
sentenced to serve four days in jail, 
to lose his license for 120 days and 
must pay court costs. 

Blackburn served his sentence in 
the Pike County Detention Center, 
entering the facility April 2 and 
leaving April 4, with credit for time 
served in the Powell County Jail. 

“I realize I made a mistake and 
will apologize publicly, but that is 
all I can do,” Blackburn told The 
Big Sandy News Tuesday. “I will 
just hold my head up and go on. “I 
plan on issuing a press release 
tomorrow.” 

Blackburn was arrested in Stan- 
ton March 17 and charged with first- 
offense operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol/ 
drugs/etc. and was in a Chevrolet 
Tahoe registered to the sheriff’s 
office at the time of his arrest. 

Blackburn is also currently serv- 
ing as the 2013 president of the 
Kentucky Sheriffs Association.

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Records 
obtained 
in clerk 
court case

INEZ - Kentucky State Police 
served a search warrant April 2 in 
the Martin County Clerk’s Office to 
obtain documents to supplement a 
case pending against former deputy 
clerks Tonya Mills and Tamberlyn 
Hairston. 

According to court documents on 
file in the Circuit Court Clerk Office 
that shed more light on the case, 
KSP Det. Jason Dials obtained 12 
folders of January to December 2012 
daily checkout sheets; one folder for 
the 2012 General Account Bank 
Statement Reconciliations and 
Deposit tickets for the 2012 General 
Account of which one book dated 
for Jan. 1, 2012-Feb. 20, 2012 was 
missing. 

According to Dials’ statement on 
the search warrant, he received 
information from Martin County 
Judge-Executive Kelly Callaham on 
May 17, 2012, that money was sus- 
pected missing from the County 
Clerk’s Office and there was indica- 
tion that the missing money was 
related to an employee theft. He said 
that he was advised that an audit was 
being requested and that once an 
audit began, an investigation by the 
KSP would be requested. 

On June 29, 2012, the audit

PAINTSVILLE - A project ini- 
tiated by District Judge Susan John- 
son and a group of concerned citi- 
zens in 2011 to establish an animal 
shelter in Johnson County could 
soon be getting a boost, with prop- 
erty being made available for con- 
struction of a facility in the coming 
months. 

“It appears that the old water 
plant property may be made avail- 
able to us for the animal shelter once 
the new plant is online and running,” 
Johnson said Monday. 

“I spoke to (Paintsville Utilities 
Commission chairman) Mitch Kin- 



ner, who tells me that the new water 
plant should be online next month, 
and the property will be available to 
us a couple of months after that,” 
Johnson said in an e-mail to mem- 
bers of the Whiskers or Wags 
(W.O.W.) organization. “He also 
told me that both utilities and the 
city are in agreement about us get- 
ting the property.” 

Johnson also said Monday that 
the Girl Scouts have also taken ani- 
mal issues as their project and are 
working to help W.O.W. with animal 
rescue. 

As part of their contribution, Girl 
Scouts in Troop 40 are hosting an

charges of forged checks (10 
counts) belonging to his par- 
ents totaling $3,185.81, and 
attempting to fill his father’s 
prescription at a Paints ville 
pharmacy. 

According to the indict- 
ments, all of the charges of 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument occurred 
between Sept. 3 and Sept. 14, 
2012 . 

Blanton also allegedly 
took cattle and various items 
of scrap metal belonging to 
Larry Blanton with a value 
totaling $1 ,500 and is charged 
with prohibited acts relating 
to controlled substances. 

Blanton was arrested Oct. 
8, 2012 after he allegedly 
attempted to fill his father’s 
prescription for methadone at 
a Paintsville pharmacy, at 
which time he was charged 
with obtaining or attempting 
to obtain a controlled sub- 
stance without a practitioner 
prescription. 

In March’s murder indict- 
ment, Blanton allegedly 
“intentionally and/or wanton- 
ly with extreme indifference 
to the value of human life” 
caused the deaths of his par- 
ents, Larry and Sandra Blan- 



ton, by “inflicting blunt force 
injury” to their heads and bod- 
ies. 

The indictment also claims 
he allegedly “destroyed, muti- 
lated, concealed, removed or 
altered physical evidence 
which he believed was about 
to be produced or used in an 
official proceeding with the 
intent to impair its availability 
by attempting to destroy or 
conceal various items used in 
the commission” of the mur- 
ders of Larry and Sandra 
Blanton by concealing their 
bodies. 

The indictment also said 
he has been previously con- 
victed of a felony on at least 
two separate occasions. 

Goble asked that all of the 
persistent felony offender 
charges be reduced to one 
since the cases are being com- 
bined. 

Skeans agreed, and Pres- 
ton ordered Friday that the 
multiple charges be changed 
to reflect one in lieu of the 
fact that the cases are being 
combined. 

Goble said previously in 
an interview with The Big 
Sandy News that if the cases 
were consolidated and sent to 
Lawrence County that he 
would request a change in 



venue because of the amount 
of media coverage in the case 
and the fact that the same 
media would continue cover- 
ing the case. 

“Lawrence County isn’t 
for us a civil location either, 
because it is still covered by 
the same media, you have The 
Big Sandy News and WSAZ,” 
Goble said in a television 
interview. “We think that a lot 
of jurors will be paying atten- 
tion and I would anticipate 
that now that the cases are 
joined, we would file a second 
motion for a change of ven- 
ue.” 

The murder indictment 
was a result of a plea agree- 
ment involving Blanton’s girl- 
friend, Amanda Fannin, who 
apparently helped authorities 
in the investigation. 

Fannin was indicted last 
year on charges of flagrant 
non- support and promoting 
contraband. She entered a 
plea agreement with the com- 
monwealth’s attorney office 
“to provide information that 
the Commonwealth believes 
will enable them to prosecute 
William E. Blanton for caus- 
ing the deaths of his parents, 
Larry and Sandra Blanton and 
for concealing their remains.” 

In the agreement, Fannin 



“agrees to provide a full and 
complete statement concern- 
ing her total knowledge of the 
events surrounding the disap- 
pearance, presumed death 
(including manner and mech- 
anism of death) and burial of 
Larry and Sandra Blanton, 
and agrees to provide testi- 
mony if necessary concerning 
her knowledge of the events.” 
The agreement also said 
“all statements given by the 
defendant pursuant to this 
agreement shall be made in 
the presence of her counsel 
and shall be recorded. Should 
the Defendant fail to disclose 
a material fact known to her, 
knowingly give false informa- 
tion, or is later discovered to 
have been involved in the 
death of Larry and Sandra 
Blanton, the Commonwealth 
and defendant are released 
from this agreement with any 
information gained by the 



Commonwealth useable for 
any purpose.” 

The couple’s remains were 
found buried in an area by a 
barn on the couple’s Oil 
Springs property Feb. 22. 

Johnson County Coroner, 
J.R. Frisby, said the couple 
died of blunt force trauma to 
the head and the trunk and 
went on to explain that it was 
necessary to use dental 
records and a pacemaker to 
positively identify the cou- 
ple’s remains. 

Frisby said the official 
date of death —Sept. 7, 2012 
— was determined through 
joint investigation efforts with 
the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

Larry Blanton’s two 
daughters, Amanda Howard 
and Kim Borowski, were in 
the courtroom along with oth- 
er members of the family. 

“We will not do an inter- 



view until after the trial, but 1 
will say we have mixed emo- 
tions about what is going on,” 
Howard said. “We just want a 
fair trial and justice for out 
father and for Sandra, and we 
don’t want to do anything that 
would jeopardize the case.” 

Johnson County Sherifl 
Dwayne Price said Monday 
that his office is continuing to 
investigate every clue and tip 
it receives in the case to 
ensure that everyone involved 
in the Blanton’s murder 
receives justice. 

Fannin was also scheduled 
to appear on Friday, but Price 
explained to the family that 
she wouldn’t be there because 
they wanted to keep her and 
Blanton separated. 

Currently Blanton is being 
held in the Boyd County 
Detention Center and Fannin 
is being held in the Pike 
County Detention Center.

began, Dials’ statement said, 
and it was discovered that a 
second employee was also 
involved. 

Mills and Hairston, both 
daughters of County Clerk 
Carol Sue Mills, were fired 
from their job by their mother 
in August 2012. 

Dials said in the statement 
on the search warrant that he 
began his investigation on 
Aug. 28, 2012, and that infor- 
mation had been obtained that 
Hairston had confronted Mills 
over missing deposits and that 
she confessed to having taken 
the deposits but said she was 
going to pay them back. 

“Employees with the 
clerk’s office were inter- 
viewed in this investigation,” 
Dials said in his statement. 
“Jennifer May advised that 
she knew that Tonya had kept 
out a deposit. Jennifer 
explained that when confront- 
ed Tonya didn’t deny it. Jen- 
nifer advised that this led to an 
argument between Tammy and 
Tonya. Another worker, Susie 
Skyles, advised that she was 
present when Tonya admitted 
to taking the deposit. Susie 
advised that Tonya stated that 
she was in the process of bor- 
rowing the money to replace 
the money she had taken from 
the deposit. Lynette Muncy, 
Kelly Callaham, Carol Sue 
Mills are others that advised 
that they had been informed or 
had knowledge that Tonya had 
taken from the deposits.” 

Dials said in his statement 
that new information obtained 
during the audit process indi- 
cated that Hairston was also 
involved and that he was 
advised that the auditors dis- 
covered an issue with contract 
labor checks being written by 
Hairston to people who were 
not entitled to be paid. 

Dials said in his statement 
that “Tammy confessed her 
involvement in writing at least 
one check in front of Kelly 
Callaham and was reported as 
stating that she was being 
blackmailed by Tonya.” 

Dials also said in his state- 



ment that Carol Sue Mills con- 
firmed that Tammy had con- 
fessed in front of her and Cal- 
laham that she had been writ- 
ing checks that she was not 
supposed to and that “Tammy 
had said she was doing it to 
help Tonya.” 

Dials said people were 
interviewed who reportedly 
received contract labor checks 
from the county clerk’s office, 
including Tim Smith and 
Bradley Harris, who advised 
they had never worked for the 
clerk’s office but checks had 
been written in their name. 

“Vantasia Maynard advised 
that checks were written out in 
her name that she never 
received and said the checks 
were written while she was off 
work on leave,” the statement 
said. “Kathy Preece and Barry 
Horn were others who were 
interviewed. Several checks 
were written in Kathy’s name 
and Kathy advised that she 
had not done any work or 
received those funds. Barry 
Horn advised that he had done 
some work, but not to the 
extent of what was being 
reported on checks with his 
name.” 

Dials said in the statement 
that a voice mail from Hair- 
ston to Preece was obtained 
and in the recording Hairston 
told Preece that she knows she 
is disappointed in her and that 
she will leave her alone, but 
goes on to say that it had to do 
with Tonya Mills. 

The recording was from 
Aug. 7, 2012, around the time 
the auditors discovered Hair- 
ston’s involvement, the state- 
ment said. 

Mills, 47, and Hairston, 41 , 
were indicted in December 
2012 on charges of abuse of 
public trust shortly after State 
Auditor Adam Edelen released 
the findings of an audit of the 
clerk’s 2011 financial state- 
ment and found a number of 
problems, not only with the 
2011 financial statement but 
also in a review of the 2012 
accounts in which more than 
$16,000 in undeposited cash 
receipts were discovered.

of public trust over $10,000, 
while Hairston is charged with 
abuse of public trust under 
$10,000 and four counts of 
second-degree criminal pos- 
session of a forged instrument. 

Mills is currently enrolled 
at Karen’s Place, a drug reha- 
bilitation center for women, in 
Lawrence County and Hair- 
ston remains free on bond. 

Both women are scheduled 
for a final report date on Aug. 
1, at which time they will 
decide whether to accept a 
plea deal or go to trial. 

The final report dates were 
scheduled for August to allow 
Mills time to complete a drug 
rehabilitation program. 

If no plea deal is reached, 
the two women are scheduled 
to go to trial Sept. 9.

According to the police 
report, Stanton police officer 
Billy Rice received a call from 
Powell County dispatch of a 
Tahoe driving recklessly on 
the Mountain Parkway and 
was notified that the person 
calling was behind the vehicle 
and continuing to follow him. 

“I observed the vehicle 
around the 25 mile marker, 
(EB Mountain Parkway), and 
observed the vehicle crossing 
the right fog line, nearly strik- 
ing the guardrail, returning to 
the east bound lane and then 
over the center line several 
times,” Rice said in the report. 
“After stopping the vehicle I 
spoke with the operator. He 



seemed to speak slowly, had 
blood shot eyes and smelled 
the odor of an alcoholic bever- 
age.” 

Blackburn originally said 
in the arrest report that he had 
only drank water and was 
weaving because of talking on 
his cell phone. 

Blackburn registered .202 
on a Breathalyzer test. 

“The operator finally stat- 
ed that he was coming from a 
casino and had consumed 
alcoholic beverages earlier in 
the day,” the arrest report said. 

After being taken into cus- 
tody, Blackburn was transport- 
ed to the Powell County 
Detention Center, where he 
was later released on a $2,500 
surety bond.

6 keyboard 
shortcuts 
every 
computer 
user must 
know

Kim Komando 
hosts the 
nation’s largest 
talk radio show 
about consum- 
er electronics, 
computers and 
the Internet. 

The great thing about 
computers is that they can 
work much faster than you 
can. But telling them what 
to do is often a slow pro- 
cess. Well, there’s a fix. 

I’m talking about key- 
board shortcuts. To per- 
form a keyboard shortcut, 
you press two, three or 
sometimes four keyboard 
keys at once. A single, 
quick shortcut can accom- 
plish the same thing as 
moving your mouse across 
the screen and clicking 
through several menus or 
hunting down buttons. 

There are dozens of 
them, from pressing Ctrl+A 
to select everything in a 
window to pressing Ctrl+B 
to make selected text bold. 
Press Ctrl+F to find a word 
in a document or web page. 
When you want to print 
something, press Ctrl+P. 
(Most of the shortcuts are 
the same on a Mac, except 
you use the CMD key 
instead of the CTRL key.) 

The six shortcuts below 
are the most essential to 
know, however. Get in the 
habit of using them, and 
your mouse will soon start 
collecting dust! 

CTRL+S (Save) 

The first thing I stress 
to anyone learning to use a 
computer is SAVE YOUR 
WORK OFTEN! You nev- 
er know when the program 
you’re using, or your entire 
computer, is going to crash. 

For the last decade, 
many programs have 
included auto- save features 
that save your work every 
5 to 10 minutes. That’s fine 
as a last resort, but I still 
prefer to make a habit of 
manual saving. It comes in 
handy when you use pro- 
grams that don’t have auto- 
save. 

That’s why the 
CTRL+S shortcut is so 
handy. It works in nearly 
every program in existence 
and takes only a fraction of 
a second to type. You don’t 
have to take your hands off 
the keyboard and move the 
mouse cursor up to the 
Save icon. 

When writing, I gener- 
ally press CTRL+S after 
every few paragraphs I 
type or whenever I pause 
for a new thought. 
CTRL+Z (Undo) 

One of the best things 
about using a computer for 
content creation is the 
Undo feature. With a type- 
writer, handwriting or tra- 
ditional photo manipula- 
tion, undoing a mistake is a 
major process. 

With a computer, the 
Undo button gives you the 
freedom to experiment and 
make mistakes, and then 
change things back if you 
don’t like it. I use it all the 
time when editing photos. 

Many computer users 
don’t even realize the 
Undo feature exists. 

Using the CTRL+Z 
shortcut, you can undo a 
mistake very quickly. Hit- 
ting CTRL+Z several 
times will often undo the 
last several changes. If you 
go too far back, hit 
CTRL+Y to Redo. 

CTRL+C (Copy), 
CTRL+V (Paste) 

Another joy of using a 
computer is copying and 
pasting. It makes moving 
text, photos, files, folders 
and everything else a 
breeze. 

Every program has 
Copy and Paste icons, and 
if you right-click on files 
and folders in Windows, 
you’ll see Copy and Paste 
as options. For those who 
do a lot of copying and 
pasting, however, the key- 
board shortcuts are a big 
time-saver. 

Just use the mouse to 
select what you want to 
copy, hit CTRL+C, click

Bonus tip: In cases where 
you want to move something 
instead of copy it, use 
CTRL+X (Cut) instead of 
CTRL+C. 

CTRL++(Zoom in) 

Thanks to larger, high-res- 
olution monitors for laptops 
and desktops, many websites 
and programs are hard to read. 
The text just looks too small. 

Instead of moving closer to 
the screen and squinting, hit 
CTRL++ (that’s a plus sign) a 
few times. This will increase 
the zoom level in most brows- 
ers and some programs. To 
zoom out again, just hit 
CTRL+- (that’s a minus sign). 
To reset the zoom level to 100 
percent, hit CTRL+0 (that’s a 
zero). 

Bonus tip: If you already 
have one hand on your mouse, 
you can also hold CTRL and 
scroll the mouse wheel to 
zoom in and out. 

CTRL+ALT+DEL (also 
known as “the 3 -finger 
salute”) or CMD+OPT+ESC 
(OS X) 

Years ago, this was the first 
keyboard shortcut most peo- 
ple learned. In the olden days 
of computers, it rebooted your 
computer if it was acting up, 
which happened quite a bit. 
You could solve a lot of prob- 
lems with these three keys.
